THE TITLE “Practical Chris­ 
tianity” might well be given the 
Epistle of James. No other part 
of the New Testament so closely 
resembles our Lord’s Sermon on 
the Mount in form or content. 
James everywhere insists on faith 
proving itself in life and deeds. 
In this third chapter he demands 
that the believing heart manifest 
itself in a temperate tongue. 
The Peril of Eloquence 
There is a real peril in the gift 
of eloquence. 
It 
must never be 
permitted to degenerate into a 
mere “gift of gab.” James 
saw 
this peril among certain ill-pre­ 
pared and ill-tempered 
would-be 
teachers In the early Christian as­ 
semblies who evidently loved 
to 
hear 
themselves 
talk. 
So 
he 
warned in this earliest of all the 
New Testament books: "Be not 
many of you teachers, my breth­ 
ren, knowing that we shall receive 
heavier judgment. For in many 
things we all 
stumble. 
If 
any 
man stumbleth not in word, 
the 
same is a perfect man, 
able 
to 
bridle the whole 
body also.” In 
his “Essay on 
Criticism” 
Pope 
says, “Words are like leaves, and 
where most abound, much fruit of 
sense beneath is rarely found.” 
James would have 
agreed 
with 
this. 
The Intemperate Tongue 
James felt that there was no 
phase of self-control so rare as 
ability 
to 
control 
one’s 
own 
tongue. 
Wild 
horses 
could be 
controlled by a tiny bit in their 
mouths; great ships could be 
di­ 
rected by a tiny rudder, but how 
different it often Is with that tiny 
organ we call the tongue! Run­ 
away horses and rudderless ships 
are easy to control compared with 
the person with a loose tongue! 
“So the 
tongue 
also is a little 
member, 
and 
boasteth 
great 
things.” 
A 
vicious tongue is as 
dangerous as 
a 
match 
thrown

These compliance inspections are 
required by the Housing Adminis­ 
tration on all new construction 
and are made at three separate 
times by representatives of the 
Federal Housing Administration.

Several basic requirements of a 
livable home should be kept con­ 
stantly in mind by prospective pur­ 
chasers or home builders. If any 
one or more of these fundamen­ 
tals is disregarded in the prelim­ 
inary planning, the results will 
produce discomfort and lessen the 
resale value of a property. 
Listed broadly, the following ele­ 
ments should be avoided in the 
planning of a new home: 
Sleeping quarters with Insuffi­ 
cient privacy; dark or poorly ven­ 
tilated 
rooms; 
bathrooms 
not 
readily accessible, 
or 
accessible 
only through a major room; kit­ 
chen inadequate for, or ill ar­ 
ranged for, food storage, food 
preparation, and dish washing; in­ 
sufficient provision for hanging 
clothes or for storage of linens, 
blankets, and brooms; improper 
relation of the service or utility 
portion of the house to the living 
quarters.

Q. Is it more 
economical 
to 
build a five-room house on one 
floor or on two? 
A. If there is to be a cellar, the 
two-story house will be consider­ 
ably cheaper. If there is no cellar, 
the two-story 
house 
should 
be 
cheaper, depending upon the con­ 
struction to be used. 
Generally 
speaking, a house with more than 
four rooms is more economical in 
a two-story structure than in one. 


Encouragement of the develop­ 
ment of sites for which there is 
a demonstrated and real demand, 
particularly those in the lower j 
price ranges, has been one of the 
more important contributions of 
the Federal Housing Administra­
